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Time runs out for 
advice service as 
council pulls plug

HARLOW’S Welfare Rights & Advice 
Service has been forced to close its 
doors to new clients after Harlow 
Council terminated its contract with 
the organisation. 

Notices were put up in the windows of the 
Advice Centre in East Gate on Friday after¬ 
noon informing the public of the shut-down, 
but staff remain in the building and were this 
week continuing their fight to save the service. 

They are also working on the hundreds of 
cases that still need to be resolved, although 
they are struggling to contact clients as the 
council has also cut the telephone lines as part 
of its withdrawal. 

As the Star reported last week, the authori¬ 
ty was unwilling to give the service more time 
to pay off debts accrued due to what HWRA 
described as a “temporary cashflow problem”. 

The trustees had hoped to arrange a repay¬ 
ment plan through which two-thirds of a 
salaries reimbursement owing would have 
been paid by October 15 and the remainder in 
December. 

But the council was unwilling to accept the 
arrangement and the cabinet ruled that the 
contract must be terminated, effectively 
pulling the plug on the service’s core funding 
and leaving the organisation financially insol¬ 
vent. 

Les Coben, acting chairman of the trustees, 
said: “All payments for support services are up 
to date, but the council has cut off the tele¬ 
phone system. This means staff are having to 
use their personal mobile phones for work- 
related matters, which is totally unacceptable. 

“Several members of staff have worked for 
the benefit of Harlow for nearly 30 years. 
They are being treated with contempt.

“As we have been all along, the trustees 
wish only to work with Harlow Council to 
reach an agreement which will be of benefit to 
the people of Harlow.” 

Mr Coben said that during its 40-year histo¬ 
ry HWRA has provided many thousands of 
residents with legal and financial advice every 
year - 10,000 in the last year alone. “We live 
in tough times with an ever-increasing number 
of people in desperate need of help,” he added. 

But council leader Mark Wilkinson insisted 
the authority had “explored every avenue” to 
keep HWRA up and running and had been left 
with no option but to terminate its contract 
with the service. 

“We’ve tried really hard as a Labour admin¬ 
istration to resolve this issue,” he said. 
“HWRA have owed the council money for 


Girl's screams scare off attacker 


POLICE investigating an 
assault on a teenage girl in 
Harlow are appealing for 
help to catch her attacker. 
The 14-year-old victim was 
walking along Howard Way 
at 8.30pm last Wednesday 
when she was grabbed from 
behind by a man. 

He pushed her against the 
gates of an electricity sub¬ 
station but was forced to 
flee after the girl managed 
to strike him with her elbow 
and scream for help.

It is a secluded 
area and our initial search 
resulted in nobody being 
found nearby. The nearest 
houses are on Altham 


Grove.” 

The attacker is white and 
was wearing a dark long- 
sleeved top, dark gloves, a 
dark beanie hat and light- 
blue jeans. 

PC Heighton added: “We 
would also once again 
remind girls and women 
about taking security 
measures when walking 
alone in the dark.”

many month; this problem has been ongoing 
for longer than we have been running the 
council. 

“We give the service a grant of £120,000 a 
year and although I’m not at liberty to divulge 
exactly how much they currently owe us, the 
figure exceeds that amount. 

“We have even explored the possibility of 
increasing their grant, but because the contract 
originally went out to tender before being 
agreed we cannot legally change the detail 
halfway through. 

“It is also against the law for any local 
authority to have dealings with an organisation 
it believes to be financially insolvent, as we 
believe the case to be with HWRA. 

“We have sought independent legal advice 
on the subject and that is the information we 
have been given.” 

He added: “We’re looking at a range of 
options at the moment in terms of providing 
a service to replace HWRA. We realise that 
they provide a specialist service and we are 
currently exploring ways to ensure resi¬ 
dents can still get expert help and advice.” 

The decision to terminate the contract 
has caused a rift within the ranks of the 
Harlow Labour Party, with several council¬ 
lors understood to be extremely unhappy 
with the decision and the role council offi¬ 
cers played in its determination. 

Stan Newens, former Labour MP for 
Harlow, told the Star he was bitterly disap¬ 
pointed with his party’s actions. 

“I was heavily involved with setting this 
flagship service up more than 40 years ago 
and to see it now being forced to close 
under a Labour administration is very 
upsetting indeed,” he said. 

“I fully appreciate the council is under 
tremendous financial pressure from the 
Government, but it seems clear to me that 
there were ways and means of keeping this 
vital service open that have not been prop¬ 
erly explored. 

“At a time when the Government’s wel¬ 
fare reforms are just beginning to kick in, 
the service is going to be needed more than 
ever before. I’m bitterly disappointed with 
this decision and will be campaigning 
strongly to have it reversed.”

farewell to the

IT was a time for reflection, a time for 
a community to unite in mourning. 

And for the husband and father who had 
lost his whole family in last Monday’s tragic 
house fire, it was a time to say goodbye. 

Supported by members of his extended 
family and hundreds of mourners, Dr Abdul 
Shakoor bravely led a dignified funeral pro¬ 
cession through the streets of Harlow yester¬ 
day afternoon before his wife and five chil¬ 
dren were laid to rest at Parndon Wood 
Cemetery. 

Speaking at a prayers session held at 
Harlow Islamic Centre after the burials, he 
said: “Into this shocking and heartbreaking 
tragedy come myself, immediate family mem¬ 
bers and close friends. Within such a short 
medium of time I have lost everything in my 
life. 

“It will not have been possible for me in this 
time to face this reality without getting firstly 
guidance from the holy book of Quran.” 

Earlier, the cortege had arrived at Harlow 
Islamic Centre earlier in the day from east 
London, where the bodies of wife and mother 
Sabah Usmani, daughters Hira and Maheen 
and sons Sohaib, Muneeb and Rayyan had 
been washed - an important Muslim ritual 
bestowing respect upon the dead - in prepara¬ 
tion for their burial. 

The six coffins were then taken into the 


faith centre in Paringdon Road where the 
Shakoors regularly used to pray as a family. 
They were placed at the sides of the main hall 
as mourners began to filter in to pay their 
respects. 

Three had wreaths bearing pink roses and 
white lilies, while the remaining three were 
adorned with blue and white flowers. 

During the service, which was attended by 
more than 200 people, the coffins were then 
brought to the front of the hall before prayers 
were offered for the tragic victims of the fire. 

Those in attendance included members of 
Dr Shakoor’s family - many of whom had 
flown in from Pakistan - as well as teachers 
and pupils from Abbotsweld School and 
Stewards Academy and members of the emer¬ 
gency services who had battled in vain to save 
the lives of Dr Usmani and her children. 

Following the service, the coffins were then 
loaded back into six hearses before being driv¬ 
en at walking pace along Paringdon Road and 
up Parndon Wood Lane. 

The cortege was followed by a 400-strong 
procession made up of the family’s friends, 
neighbours, relatives, local dignitaries, mem¬ 
bers of the emergency services and other resi¬ 
dents, many of whom had never met the 
Shakoors. 

Others lined the streets to pay their respects 
as the procession headed towards Parndon

Wood Cemetery, where the bodies of the six 
victims of the tragedy were finally laid to 
rest during a private family ceremony. 

Mourners later headed back to Harlow 
Islamic Centre for further prayers. 

Speaking to the Star after the funeral 
service, family relative Abu Ali said sole 
survivor Dr Shakoor, who suffered minor 
bums and severe smoke inhalation as he bat¬ 
tled to save his family from the inferno, 
would take “great solace” from the commu¬ 
nity’s response to the tragedy. 

“He is a shell of the man he was before - 
you can never move on from these things, 
you just have to go on. 

“However, I think he will draw a lot of 
solace and comfort from the amount of peo¬ 
ple that came out today to support him. 

“I know what has brought him and the 
family a lot of comfort is the support they 
have received from the police and staff at the 
hospital, which has been exemplary. 

“Something as tragic as this really res¬ 
onates around the community and in this 
hard time it is heartening to see them come 
forward and offer support. 

“I think now [his wife and children ] are 
with God we can all begin to progress and 
move on.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who helped 
arrange visas for members of the Shakoor 
family wanting to fly to the UK to attend 
yesterday’s service, described the funeral as 
“one of the most moving experiences” of his 
life. 

“It was an incredibly special service,” he 
told the Star. “I thank the Islamic Centre for 
bringing the entire community together and 
welcoming people of all faiths. 

“The fact that so many people turned out 
today to pay their respects shows the 
strength of support for Dr Shakoor at this 
incredibly difficult time - seeing residents, 
many of whom were complete strangers, lin¬ 
ing the streets just made you want to weep.”

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Tragedy at Barn Mead

Police awaiting full 
forensic test results 


MORE than a week after the fatal 
house fire in Barn Mead, police 
are struggling to establish the 
exact cause of the blaze. 

Detectives have yet to rule out arson 
but to date no traces of fuel or any other 
accelerant have been found at the scene. 

It is believed the fire started in the 
lounge at the rear of the end-of-terrace 
property. 

But because of the sheer ferocity of 
the inferno - which is understood to 
have reached temperatures of up to 
1,000 degrees - it is feared that poten¬ 
tially vital clues could have been 
destroyed. 

An Essex Police spokesman told the 
Star yesterday (Wednesday) the full 
results of forensics work were expected 
today. 

“Our enquiries, involving in excess of 
50 officers and specialist staff, are con¬ 
tinuing and it is expected that the full 
results of forensics work to establish the 
cause of the fire will be submitted to 
Essex Police on Thursday,” he said. 

“However, because of the importance 
of this investigation these results will be 
given to a second independent forensic 
expert to formally validate the findings. 

“It is important given the nature of 
the incident that independent experts 
scrutinise our initial findings. 

“We will not be making any other 
announcements about the forensics 
results until the independent experts 
have completed their work.” 

On Thursday evening police held a 
‘street briefing’ with Barn Mead resi¬ 
dents outside a mobile policing unit set 
up in the neighbourhood last week to 
assist the investigation. 

Addressing the group, Harlow 
District Commander Chief Inspector 
Justin Smith stressed that investigating 
officers were pursuing a number of lines 
of inquiry. 

“The whole family were well respect¬ 
ed and integral community members 


with no history of racial aggravation. 

“It is a lead we are no longer pursuing 
but that doesn’t mean we have closed 
our minds to it. We’ve been down that 
road and it hasn’t taken us anywhere yet. 

“There was also one rumour circulat¬ 
ing linking the incident with a previous 
tenant. I can confirm we have made 
contact with him, we know who he is 
and he has been very open with us about 
the situation. 

“He is a very visible person in the 
community and believes if people want¬ 
ed to find him or make contact they

would have. It is an inquiry we are fol¬ 
lowing up but again would urge people 
not to run away with it.” 

He said that detectives were “working 
hard” to establish a potential link 
between the house blaze and a fire-dam- 
aged car discovered near the scene 

“By the time emergency services 
arrived the fire was intense, which 
implies it had been burning for a while,” 
he said. 

“The car wasn’t burnt out, however. 
We now need to understand the timings, 
and how long the car had been alight 


compared to how long the house had 
been alight. That is a key point.” 

Chief Inspector Smith added that 
police were working around the clock to 
determine what happened and renewed 
his appeal for anyone with any informa¬ 
tion to come forward. 

“A lot of witnesses have come for¬ 
ward and from their statements we know 
there were people on the scene around 
the time of the fire. 

“However, some of those people have 
yet to be identified and we are urging 
them to get in touch. We are trying to 


develop a full picture of what happened 
here prior to the event up until the emer¬ 
gency service arrived. 

“If you were here half-an-hour 
before, an hour before, or any time that 
evening then we need to know as it 
could be vital to the investigation.” 

Anyone with information in connec¬ 
tion with the fire is urged to contact 
detectives at Harlow’s Major Investi¬ 
gation Team on 101, email them on 
SCDappeals@essex.pnn.police.uk or 
call Crimestoppers anonymously on

HARLOW’S close-knit community 
united in grief this week as tributes 
were paid to the victims of the Barn 
Mead blaze. 

More than 200 people packed into 
Harlow Islamic Centre on Friday 
afternoon to pay their respects to Dr 
Sabah Usmani (44) and her children 
Hira (12), Sohaib (11), Muneeb (9), 
Rayyan (6) and Maheen (3), all of 
whom lost their lives following the 
fire. 

Residents of all faiths and 
backgrounds attended the service at 
the faith centre off Paringdon Road 
where the Shakoors prayed regularly 
as a family. 

They were joined by representatives 
from the police, health and fire 
authorities and local dignitaries 
including Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
and Harlow Council chairwoman 
Maggie Hulcoop. 

Speaking after the hour-long service, 
Mr Halfon said he had been 
encouraged by the overwhelming 
community response to the tragedy. 
“This service touched me as it would 
touch any person of whatever religion 
or background and it has bought the 
community together,” he said. “It was 


nice to see neighbours and such 
incredible support. 

“If Harlow was not like this, it would 
be a much, much harder situation.” 
Harlow Islamic Centre chairman Ajaib 
Hussain said he hoped Dr Shakoor 
could take strength from the way the 
Harlow community had pulled 
together in the wake of the fire. 

“Just looking around at the number of 
people who, irrespective of their 
religious beliefs or background, 
attended the service shows you the 
level of support being offered to Dr 


Shakoor at this most difficult time,” he 
told the Star. 

“By seeking refuge in his faith I hope 
he can begin to come to terms with 
this terrible tragedy. He knows that 
Harlow’s Muslim community, and 
indeed the town as a whole, are here 
to give him all the support they 
possibly can.” 

Hundreds of floral tributes, cards and 
soft toys now line the street near the 
scene of the fire, while books of 
condolence opened by Harlow 
Council, Princess Alexandra Hospital 


and Harlow Islamic Centre have been 
filled with messages of support from 
local residents. 

Council leader Mark Wilkinson said: 
“We have received an overwhelming 
response to our book of condolence, 
with people leaving such heartfelt 
messages to those who lost their lives 
so tragically,” he said. 

The council’s book of condolence will 
close at noon tomorrow (Friday). 
Teams from the Harlow & District 
Football League also held a minute’s 
silence prior to kick-off at all games 
on Sunday as a mark of respect for the 
Shakoor family. Among them was the 
Princess Alexandra Hospital team, a 
side which featured several of Dr 
Shakoor’s work colleagues. 

The hospital has also arranged an 
interfaith service for staff, which is 
scheduled to start at 1pm today 
(Thursday) at the social club in 
Hamstel Road. 

Dr Shakoor is expected to attend and 
give a short address to members of the 
congregation.

Noisy neighbour 
turns a deaf ear 
to court warning

A NOISY neighbour has paid a high 
price for his love of music after 
being ordered by magistrates to pay 
almost £1,200 for playing his favour¬ 
ite tunes too loudly. 

Ravi Sharma (41), of Five Acres, Harlow, 
was fined £500 after breaching an earlier 
court ruling ordering him to turn down the 
volume. 

He was also ordered to foot a legal bill of 
£689 at the hearing at Chelmsford Magi¬ 
strates Court last Wednesday. 

Magistrates were told it was Sharma’s sec¬ 
ond offence. In May last year he was fined 
£100 and ordered to pay £300 in costs for the 
nuisance he was causing his neighbours. 

Dimple Roopchand, prosecuting for 
Harlow Council, told the court Sharma was 
first served with a notice ordering him to 
keep the noise to acceptable levels on 
December 15, 2010. 

The order banned him from playing 
amplified music above a reasonable volume 
and stipulated that music must not be audible 
from neighbouring flats, particularly bet¬ 
ween the hours of 11pm and 7am. 

But on June 19 this year Harlow Council’s 
environmental health emergency call centre 
received a complaint from one of Sharma’s 
neighbours at 8.58pm. An officer was sent to 
the complainant’s flat and was able to hear 
the music while sitting in the living room. 

Among the songs he heard were Mac the 
Knife by Frank Sinatra, Streets of London by 
Ralph McTell, Baker Street by Gerry 
Rafferty and Take It Easy by The Eagles 
Ms Roopchand told the court: “The vol¬ 
ume was clearly audible over the com¬ 
plainant’s television. The officer went into 
the communal hallway and confirmed it was 
coming from Sharma’s property.” 

She added: “The officer left at 10.21pm 
and the music was still playing. It was unrea¬ 
sonable and it was a statutory nuisance and a 
clear breach of the notice, 

Sharma, who was not in court and had not 
entered a plea, was found guilty in his 
absence. 

Jon Clempner, Harlow Council’s portfolio 
holder for environment, said after the hear¬ 
ing: “Our residents are entitled to enjoy their 
homes in peace and quiet. The council will 
act to protect that right.”

TWENTY-seven hours of non-stop 
walking paid off for a group of hardy 
Harlow residents who have raised 
more than £7,000 for good causes. 

Mike Beatty, who set up the Nothing & 
Everything campaign, was joined by his team 
of latest recruits on the Thames Path 
Challenge which requires those taking part to 
complete a 100km walk along the banks of 
the River Thames within 24 hours. 

Although some of the members just failed to 
make the target time, Mike said the most 
important thing was that all but one made it 
to the finish line. 

“We ended up splitting off into three different 
paced groups with the quickest finishing in 
21 hours,” said Mike, of Challinor, Harlow. 
“After two days of solid rain we were 
extremely lucky to have really good weather 
on the days and night we took on the 
challenge, but it was still extremely tough. 
The sleep deprivation on top of sore feet 
really gets to you by the end. 

“My group had to take their shoes off for the 
last 15km but through sheer determination 
we made it to the finish line. It was very 
emotional and the whole group did a fantastic 
job." 

The money raised by the group will now be 
split between three charities - Edukid, which 
supports vulnerable children in Africa and 
Asia; the Amy Wallace Foundation Trust, 
supporting terminally ill children and the 
Motor Neurone Disease Association. 

It adds to the total of more £60,000 which 
has raised for charitable causes through the 
Nothing & Everything campaign, which aims 
to raise £100,000 within five years through 
group endurance events. 

“With two years to go we are on target at the 
moment and already thinking about our next 
big challenge,” said Mike. “If the Thames 
Path Challenge confirmed anything it was 
that these things really are mainly about 
mental strength. 

“You have to be reasonably fit, but essentially 
it is about visualising your goal and telling 
yourself you can reach it. As the whole group 
found out, it is then the most incredible 
feeling when you finally do.”

Drunken man admits offensive weapon charge 


A MAN arrested by police after he 
was seen wielding a piece of wood in 
a Harlow street has pleaded guilty to 
having an offensive weapon in public. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told 
officers armed with CS spray were 
sent to Tyson Road in Harlow on 
August 12 after receiving reports that 
a man was in the middle of the street 
with a baseball-style bat. 

When they arrived they found 
Christopher Quinn (24), of Berecroft, 
Harlow, wielding the piece of wood. 
They asked him several times to drop 
it but he replied: “Who the **** is 


that? Get back.” 

Prosecutor Christian Meikle said: 
“He lifted up the wood in an aggres¬ 
sive manner and an officer pulled out 
his CS gas spray. 

“As the officer was 45 metres away, 
he warned Quinn to put it down and he 
replied: ‘What the **** is that in your 
hand?’ before he eventually put down 
the wood. 

Mr Meikle said that when he was 
interviewed after being arrested, 
Quinn said he had drunk a large 
amount of alcohol and had been close 
to “being paralytic”. 


He said he picked up the piece of 
wood from a house while being fol¬ 
lowed by some friends and he was 
shouting at them to go away. He was 
of previous good character. 

Peter Butterfield, representing 
Quinn, lodged a care plan for the 
defendant with the court and urged the 
to impose a sentence that would allow 
him to continue his medical treatment. 

Quinn was given a two-year super¬ 
vision order with a condition that he 
must keep appointments with a con¬ 
sultant psychiatrist at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital.

Helicopter tale 
is true after all

O NE Nostalgia contributor 
is relieved after readers 
were able to put his mind 

at rest. 

Ian Kennett, of Felmongers, wrote in to 
ask if anyone else could remember the 
spire of the Lady of Fatima Church 
being lowered into place by helicopter. 
At first it seemed his memory may 
have been playing tricks as reader 
Phillip Green tracked down an archived 
article on the BBC website which 
stated the spire had been lifted into 
position by a crane, adding: “The 
article said the spire was kissed by 80 
children before being put into place!" 
Pauline Brewster backed up Mr Green's 
theory after finding photographic 
evidence of the crane being used. 

“After reading the article I looked in 
the booklet - The Church of Our Lady 
of Fatima - which was printed in 
1960,” she explained. “There inside 
were pictures of the spire arriving on 
the back of a truck and then being 
lifted by a crane [above right], so I am 
sorry but I think Mr Kennett’s memory 
is wrong!” 

But then reader John Barnes, of Old 
Road, got in touch to say that Mr 



Kennett was correct. 

“The spire at the Lady of Fatima 
Church was lowered on to the main 
building by a helicopter," he said. “My 
father-in-law, Roy Wenban, worked for 
Holst and Company - the firm that 


built the church - and he told us about 
the use of a helicopter to position the 
spire.” 

Peter Moss, of Collins Meadow, not 
only confirmed Mr Kennett's memory 
but also said he, too, had witnessed the 
spectacle. 

“My wife and I moved to Harlow in 
1956 and I worked at the Kenning’s 
garage on the opposite corner,” he 
explained. “I watched enthralled as the 
spire was lowered by helicopter.” 
Margaret Hopkins, of Epping, also 
remembered the helicopter as she was 
at home that day nursing her young 
daughter. 

“From my top floor Tany’s Dell flat I 
saw the helicopter deliver the spire to 
Our Lady of Fatima Church and heard 
it,” she recalled. “The noise worried 
my baby daughter. 

“The town’s official history - Harlow, 
The Story of a New Town - has a photo 
of the church with the caption: The 
spire was placed in position by a 
helicopter.” 

But it was Colin Porcher, of St John’s 
Avenue, who may have finally hit the 
nail on the head regarding the mystery. 
“From what I remember a crane was 
initially used to lift the spire into 
place,” he explained. “However, I don’t 
think the crane was tall enough so they 
then went on to use the helicopter.” 


A FEW weeks ago Harlow Civic Society 
made an appeal for Nostalgia readers 
who knew locally-based scientist Alec 
Reeves to get touch. 

The society is hoping to develop a more 
personal account of the man dubbed the 
“father of the digital age” ahead of the 
unveiling at the Water Gardens of a plaque 
in his honour tomorrow (Friday). 

Ruby Hassan, of The Hornbeams, wrote in 
to share what she knew about Mr Reeves, 
who was a member of Sir Charles Kao’s 
team at Standard Telecommunications 
Laboratories which was credited with the 
discovery of fibre optic communication. 

“I worked as Alec Reeves’ secretary and 
for part of his team in 1968-69,” said Ms 
Hassan. “During that period The Times 
published a feature article in which he 
gave an exposition of his work on digital 
technology and pulse code modulation for 
which he received the Franklin Institute’s 
Stuart Ballantine Medal in 1965. 

“Later - I believe in the ’70s - the Royal 
Mail issued a postage stamp on pulse code 
modulation in telecommunications." 
Although Ms Hassan said she had little to 
add in the way of personal memories, she 
remembers that Mr Reeves “saw no 
distinction between art and science”. 

“He visualised work he was doing on his 
bread board in his mind,” she added. “I 
also recall that he used to refer to helping 
those with whom he had some association 
as Tame dogs’.”

AN innovative new service helping 
private landlords safeguard 
themselves against problem tenants 
has been launched in Harlow. 

The free-to-use Tenants History website 
allows landlords and letting agencies to rate 
their current tenants and check the tenancy 
history of those searching for a new 
property. 

And in a bid to stop troublesome tenants 
from vacating their rented property without 
warning, the online tool also alerts 
landlords if their tenants’ details are 
searched for on the website, indicating that 
they are looking for a new letting. 

Steve Hanbury, pictured right, who set up 
the website as an additional branch of his 
family’s London-based buy-to-let business, 
said: “Landlords are sometimes the last to 
know when a problem tenant decides to 
leave their property, often disappearing 
without warning or not paying their final 
month’s rent. 

“The website means that landlords will 
always be among the first, not the last, to 
know that their tenants are thinking of 
moving. This gives the landlord a chance to 
inspect the property and meet with their 
tenant before they move on - or even try 
and do a runner.” 

He said the service was fully compliant 
with data protection laws. “No-one’s details 
can be posted on the website without their 
approval,” he said. “Understandably, people 
are sensitive about the availability of their 
personal information but the service simply 
gives their name, address and landlord’s 
rating, which varies from none to gold. 
“Good tenants who always pay their rent on 
time and don’t cause their landlords trouble 
will be able to use the service as an extra 
reference when looking for a new property, 
and anyone who disagrees with their rating 



can challenge it.” 

Chris Clements is among the first batch of 
private landlords in Harlow to sign up for 
the service, which she described as an extra 
layer of protection for landlords. 

“I’ve had terrible problems with tenants in 
the past who have refused to pay their rent, 
so as soon as I heard about the website I 
decided to register for the service,” she 
explained. 

“It just makes perfect sense for landlords, 
and if tenants have got nothing to hide then 
they’ve got nothing to worry about. 

“It acts as a useful reference for landlords 
and letting agencies and will help give that 
extra peace of mind that comes with 
knowing you’ve got trustworthy tenants.”

Think before 
you dial 999 

SIR, In response to the article 
headline “OAP’s two-hour wait 
for medics (Star, October 11), I 
have every sympathy for Jean 
Vandersteen. Her long wait for 
an ambulance must have been 
agonising and very frustrating. 
But on reading the article I felt 
that the East of England 
Ambulance spokesperson was a 
little too polite in his answer and 
a bit too vague on why the 
ambulance could have taken so 
long. 

One of the reasons for the delay 
could well have been that they 
were busy on other emergency 
life-threatening calls, on the 
opposite side of the town or even 
out of town on a major incident. 
We also need to remember that 
when they take a patient to 
hospital it is not just a case of 
drop-off and leave - they have to 
wait until there is a member of 
nursing staff available to hand 
over the patient and sometimes 
they may have to wait for quite a 
while if A&E is busy. 

They also could have been 
attending one of the thousands 
of time-wasting calls they 
receive from idiots who either 
think it is funny to waste vital 
resources or don’t have enough 
sense to realise what they are 
doing. 

When a 999 call is made to the 
operators the caller is directed 
through to the ambulance 
service. If the caller puts the 
phone down during the call, the 
service can’t take the risk the 
person has changed their mind 
about their need and, by law, 
they have to attend the address 
and investigate the reason for the 
caller putting down the phone. 

So before we all slam the 
service, can we just take a 
minute and think: Do I really 
need an ambulance to take me to 
hospital?

Downer and both defendants shout¬ 
ed violent threats. 

The victim managed to get away 
and alert the train driver, but 
Halloran and Downer got off the 
train with his phone at Tottenham 
Hale station. 

A successful appeal for informa¬ 
tion using images captured on 
CCTV cameras subsequently identi¬ 
fied both Halloran and Downer as 
the culprits but by that time both 
were already serving custodial sen¬ 
tences for unrelated crimes.

Lucky treasure huntei 
uncovers *Rpman gold 


AN amateur treasure hunter got 
more than he bargained for when 
he stumbled across one of the 
UK's biggest-ever hoards of 
Roman gold coins while testing 
out his new metal detector. 

The man found the stash on 
private land north of St Albans 
in Hertfordshire - which is only 
23 miles from Harlow - earlier 
this month. 

The 159 gold coins date back to 
the end of the 4th century, the 
final years of Roman rule in 
Britain. 

The value of the treasure has 
not yet been properly assessed, 
but it is estimated to be worth in 
the region of £100,000. 

A team of experts from the local 
museum service investigated the site 
at the beginning of October to 
confirm the find. 

Councillor Mike Wakely called it "an 
exciting find of national significance" 
and said the coins would go on 
display at the Verulanium Museum in 
the city. 



Museum curator 
David Thorold said 
that during Roman occupation coins 
were usually buried either as a gift to 
the Gods or to keep them safe. 

“They would have been used for large 
transactions such as buying land or 
goods by the shipload," he said. 


The Roman army left Britain more 
than 1,500 years ago, leaving 
behind them new roads, baths and 


They also introduced new plants 
and animals to the country, 
including parsley, sweet chestnuts 
and chickens.

TIME waits for no man, not even 
the suave and sharply attired 007. 

In the 50 years since Ian Fleming’s 
debonair secret agent introduced 
himself to Sylvia Trench at a card table 
in Dr No, global politics have changed 
beyond recognition. 

The Iron Curtain has fallen, the Cold 
War has thawed, China has emerged as 
a superpower and terrorism has shifted 
into the digital realm, forcing James 
Bond and his colleagues at MI6 to 
evolve. 

And the actors who have been licensed 
to kill during these five turbulent 
decades, have each brought something 
new to the party. 

Sean Connery married flirtatiousness 
with rugged machismo and bare¬ 
chested sex appeal, providing a 
template that successors have struggled 
to match. 

George Lazenby invested his short-lived 
007 with tender romance while Roger 
Moore arched an eyebrow with impish 
glee, doling out innuendo-laden one- 
liners with aplomb. 

Timothy Dalton added darkness and 
grit to his emotionally tortured agent, 
then Pierce Brosnan restored parity 
between athleticism and charm, 
coming closest to the glory days of the 
1960s. 

The latest Bond, Daniel Craig, has 
rugged physicality in abundance, 
although his one-note interpretation of 
the spy has been criticised for a lack of 
personality. While Sky fall will do 
nothing to dispel those concerns, it is 
undoubtedly the best instalment of 
Craig’s tenure to date. 

Director Sam Mendes sensibly 
surrounds his leading man with an 
ensemble of award-winning actors who 
bring gravitas and humour to their 


With Bond reportedly killed in action, 
section chief M (Dame Judi Dench) 
pens an obituary as a political storm 
rages around her. A database of MI6 
assets has fallen into the wrong hands, 
compromising undercover agents 
around the world. 

This dereliction of duty puts M and 
Chief Of Staff Bill Tanner (Rory 
Kinnear) in the firing line and they are 
summoned to Westminster to give 
evidence before a committee including 
the new intelligence and security chief 
Mallory (Ralph Fiennes) and ambitious 
rival Clair Dowar (Helen McCrory). 
While M fends off sustained attacks on 
her reputation, news filters through that 
Bond has survived and M engages him 
to track down menacing cyber terrorist 
Raoul Silva (Javier Bardem). 

Working alongside Q (Ben Whishaw), 
Bond traverses the globe in search of 
Silva, crossing paths with the 
mysterious Severine (Berenice Marlohe) 
in a casino in Macau. And as the 
investigation continues, Bond unearths 
dark secrets from M’s past that threaten 
to bring down the whole of MI6. 

Sky fall looks stunning and the action 
sequences don’t disappoint. But Bond’s 
23rd assignment pares back the slam 
bang thrills to concentrate on 
characterisation and plot, putting 
Dench’s authority figure at the centre of 
the betrayal. 

In the brilliantly orchestrated action 
sequences, Craig is in his element and 
Mendes opens with a breathtaking 12- 
minute pre-credits sequence, which 
draws heavily from the Bourne 
franchise to propel Bond and field 
agent Eve (Naomie Harris) through the 
winding streets of Istanbul. 

Bardem is deliciously camp and 
menacing, recalling classic villains of 
yore as he berates M for her deceptions 
in one breath and then guns down 
innocent bystanders without mercy. 
Dench is wonderful and excels when 


Whishaw asserts himself as a 
gadget geek with a terrific 
introductory scene in an art gallery, 
while Fiennes and Harris acquit 
themselves well. 

The closing 20 minutes are the only 
obvious misstep by screenwriters 
Neal Purvis, Robert Wade 
and John Logan, who 
telegraph their 
intentions early on. 

To tie up the loose 
ends, the writers 
hurriedly 
introduce an 
additional 
character - 
Bond's old 
gamekeeper 
Kincade (Albert 
Finney) - who exists 
purely to manoeuvre 
characters into the correct 
positions. 

Director Mendes gets high on ' 
nostalgia to the obvious 
delight of Bond purists, but 
spends slightly too long 
looking back and not 
enough looking forward. 
Consequently, the 
lacklustre final showdown 
is more befitting of an 
episode of The A-Team 
than the second biggest j 
film franchise in 
history. 

But as the mission 
ends in apparent 
tragedy, it heralds 
the sombre chords 
of Adele’s soaring 
theme song that 
harks back to the 
belting ballads 
of Shirley Bassey.

Adapting to the needs of 
changing work practices

returned to some semblance of normality following the 
particularly quiet summer season marked by the 
combination of jubilee celebrations and the Olympic 
Games. 

In recent weeks we have successfully completed the 
acquisition of the former Pearse House hotel complex 
for clients, the sale of the Braefield Engineering Works 
in High Lane, Stansted, to Castleoak for redevelopment 
as a care home, and the acquisition of the former 
Pearsons department store on behalf of developer 
clients.

Our 
clients are currently preparing a planning application for 
submission to East Hertfordshire District Council. 
Elsewhere, the industrial market has picked up slightly, 
with recent lettings at Stort Valley and Haslemere 
Industrial Estates indicating the continued level of 
demand in what is rapidly becoming an under-supplied 
market for modern industrial warehouse premises. 


MANY in the property 
industry will be aware that 
the market for offices in sub¬ 
regional centres has been 
very difficult over the past few 
years. 

Changing working practices 
such as remote working from 
home, hot-desking and the 
reduction in the number of 
staff through the increased 
use of technology has 
reduced most occupiers’ 
demand for offices, the 
atypical trend being 
downsizing. 

The merging of small- to 
medium-sized professional 
practices is also a significant 
influence as those practices 
consolidate their space needs. 
Against these changes, it is 
not surprising that smaller 
towns are suffering from an 
oversupply of offices in most 
instances. 

However, somewhat against 
the trend, Derrick Wade 
Waters has been investing 
time and energy in the office 
market, resulting in a 
considerable amount of take- 
up during 2012.

I F there’s a market niche that has 
yet to be explored you can bet 
your bottom dollar that there are 
marketing people looking at a flow 
chart right now, trying to work out 
what it is and how to make something 
to fit into it. 

It’s a remarkable sign of the times that 
we can be sold something we didn’t 
know we needed in the first place - 
but then the way segment-busting 
crossover cars have taken off suggests 
we like the idea of a car that is just for 
us. 

And if giving people what they want is 
the short cut to success, then Chevrolet 
has been following it to the letter in 
recent years. Once seen as something 
of a bit player in the UK the European 
arm of the General Motors giant has 
been rapidly rolling out successive 
models and broadening its portfolio to 
the point where there is something for 
everyone with a reasonable price tag as 
standard. 

Now Chevrolet is breaking into new 
territory with the Trax, a compact SUV 
crossover that sits somewhere between 
conventional small SUVs, MPVs and 
hatchbacks. Chevrolet says it doesn’t 
have a direct rival but rather a number 
of competitors from different sectors, 
and on closer examination you can see 


respectable economy and emissions 
performance. 

The 1.4-litre is more than acceptably 
quiet right from start up, and the six- 
speed manual gearbox fitted as 
standard has a fuss-free, smooth shift 
action. Although small in capacity the 
1.4-litre turbo offers a strong 1471b. ft 
of torque, allowing you to get rolling 
easily and make short work of staying 
in the flow of traffic. 

Despite the fact that wind noise picks 
up a little at higher motorway speeds 
overall refinement is good too, 
creating a relaxing environment for 
passengers. 

The Trax is clearly designed to be 
practical and comfortable first and 
foremost, and as a result the 
suspension is set up to deliver an 
unflustered ride. Even with the larger 
17-inch wheels it manages to deal with 
the majority of road imperfections, and 
even the big holes don’t spoil the ride 
to any great extent. Should you choose 
to push the Trax on a back road it will 
play along happily, and it resists 
significant body roll with impressive 
ease. 

Chevrolet makes a strong case for the 
Trax, as it packs so many featuresthat 
buyers are looking for into a compact 
and good value package. With prices 
expected to be less than the related 
Vauxhall Mokka it could be a bargain 
family car that ticks so many boxes. 


where they’re coming from. It’s 
certainly a chunky beast, with the 
stance and presence of an SUV but at 
only 4.2me in length it is only 20cm 
longer than an Aveo supermini, giving 
it the kind of looks and feel of a proper 
4x4 but enough manoueverability to be 
a car you can take anywhere. It’s 
definitely worth ensuring you have the 
larger 17-inch wheel option to make 
the most of the looks. 

And, of course, to appeal to SUV 
buyers it has to have the high-set 
driving position, and despite being 
unquestionably a compact car the Trax 
firmly ticks that box. In fact the cabin 
is one of the Trax’s best features: the 
driving position is very good, the view 


out is just as you would want it with 
plenty of light coming in and the space 
on offer is particularly impressive. 

Up front there is generous head and 
legroom and the back seats are 
perfectly suited to carrying adults - so 
the kids will love them. There’s a 
sizeable boot too, with 358 litres seats 
up and a hefty 1,370 folded down. 
Even better is the way the cabin all fits 
together. Climb inside and it has a 
premium appearance, certainly a step 
above what you’d expect given the 
price tag. The materials themselves are 
hardy and well constructed rather than 
luxurious, but it’s hard not to be 
impressed by the way it looks. It’s 
helped a great deal by the My Link 


system, which brings a large 
touchscreen onto the centre console. 

It responds accurately to inputs and 
with downloadable apps to cover 
everything from music to navigation 
and social networking, it has virtually 
limitless possibilities and gives the 
Trax a big advantage over its rivals. 
Underneath the Trax’s skin there is a 
choice of 1.4-litre turbocharged and 
1.6-litre naturally aspirated petrols and 
a 1.7-litre diesel, with all bar the 1.6- 
litre base engine available with four- 
wheel drive. 

From behind the wheel the 1.4-litre 
turbo is the pick of the bunch, as it 
manages to combine brisk acceleration 
and generous torque with highly

FORMER Hawks star 
turned FA Tesco Skills 
coach Andy Edmunds 
has returned from a 
once-in-a-lifetime coach¬ 
ing experience in the 
Bahamas. 

But far from being a place 
where he passed on his vast 
football knowledge, on the 
contrary, Harlow-based 
Edmunds has come back 
from the Caribbean with 
some fresh ideas and has 
shared them with the rest of 
the LA Tesco Skills team, 
exclaiming: "It wasn't all 
about what the locals could 
learn from us... it's what we 
learned from them!" 

Edmunds was one of a select 
band of skills coaches given the 
opportunity to discover the tech¬ 
niques employed in the 
Bahamas as part of an eight-year 
relationship with The FA and 
local soccer and rugby camps. 

These provide weekly coach¬ 
ing for children on the island. 

They engage with approxi¬ 
mately 240 children, both male 
and female, aged 5-16 years. 

Edmunds, who has spells as a 
player at Harlow Town and 
Ware, explained how he learned 
all about enjoying football with 
limited resources. 

"We worked with some excel¬ 
lent coaches and young leaders 
who support the teams week in, 
week out," he recalled. 

"We provided session plans to 
help with their delivery and 
they gave us some ideas in 
exchange around behaviour 
management and excellent soc¬ 
cer drills using limited equip¬ 
ment. 

"That was something I did 
find beneficial to bring back and 
share with my colleagues. It was 
a privilege to be involved in the 
trip as I've never worked abroad 
before." 

Edmunds was based at the 
Freeport Rugby Football Club in 
Mather Town, an area which has 
a booming girls development 
league. 

Football is already the fastest- 
growing youth sport on Grand 
Bahama - and the recent girls' 
league season exhibited that as 
organisers had to close registra¬ 
tions at 280, then had to close 
the waiting list as well! 

Each year the Sir Jack 
Hayward Soccer Camp attracts a 
big turnout for its five-day run, 
and 2012 was no different. 


The attendance fee was held 
for the seventh successive year, 
despite big increases in the cost 
of running it, which made it 
especially attractive. 

Edmunds, who works for the 
Essex FA throughout the county, 
said: "The coaches in the 
Bahamas manage small teams, 
so we also played a lot of 3v3, 
4v4 and 5v5 small-sided games. 

"We encouraged them to 
think about different formations 
and positions so the children 
learned various roles and 
responsibilities, as well as the 
game itself." 

The three professional youth 
coaches representing The FA led 
a team of local assistants in 
teaching the youngsters new 
skills and generally putting them 
through their paces. 

Edmunds, who still plays 
local non-League football hav¬ 
ing previously been at two pro¬ 
fessional clubs, said: "I've been 
very fortunate in my coaching

career, working alongside some 
experienced people involved in 
different sports. I'm able to work 
in an environment I enjoy every 
day. 

"I work with a lot of different 
people of different societies, 
races and backgrounds. It's very 
challenging but rewarding and, 
if I can continue to develop 
young children, I'll be very 
happy. 

"I tested the Bahamian chil¬ 
dren and encouraged them to try 
new skills and techniques, to 
have no fear of failure and to 
have fun while learning." 

He also found that the local 
coaches shared that ethos 


aligned with the FA Tesco Skills 
Programme - allowing the chil¬ 
dren to learn by having fun. 
"The Bahamian people showed 
enthusiasm and commitment 
throughout and they were 
absolutely brilliant. 

“Even in the very hot weather 
conditions they still gave 110 
per cent, making sure the chil¬ 
dren were having a fun time and 
an enjoyable experience." 

"It was great to see so many 
children appreciate the coaches' 
fine work. I learned a few other 
things out there. On day one I 
found that if you say 'football' 
too many times instead of 'soc¬ 
cer' you're not the most liked 
coach! However, after a few 
days, I got used to the terminol¬ 
ogy and became a favourite!" 

"Now I'll get back to working 

hard in Essex. We'll continue 
to engage with as many chil¬ 
dren, parents, teachers and 
coaches as possible, but we're 
also trying to work with areas 


which might have very little 
support. 

"We'll be running festivals 
and supporting schools in many 
new areas, along with existingv- 
enues." 

He added: "I've definitely 
come back from the Bahamas as 
a better coach. It was an exciting 
and challenging coaching expe¬ 
rience which I will never for¬ 
get."

World champ a 'style 
guru for BMX racers

FORMER BMX 

freestyle world champi¬ 
on Mike McMullen 
spoke to students about 
his passion for the sport 
when he visited Harlow’s 
Burnt Mill School. 

McMullen (36) came to 
the Second Avenue school 
last Thursday as part of Sky 
Sports’ ‘Living For Sport’ 
initiative, which sends sports 
men and women into second¬ 
aries to encourage young¬ 
sters to take up a particular 
sport. 

McMullen, who lives in 
Welwyn Garden City and won 
the BMX World Freestyle 
Championship in Portugal in 
1998, is now retired from the 
sport. 

He competed for 25 years, 
starting out when he was just 11. 
He showed the Burnt Mill pupils 
videos of him in action at the 
world championships and spoke 
to Year 8 and 9 (12-14 year olds) 
about his passion for BMX 
freestyling, and revealed how he 
performs various tricks and 
jumps. 

He told the Star: “I have been 
working for five or six years as 
a mentor, sharing my life experi¬ 
ence and skills. I usually work 
with disaffected kids or those 
with behavioural problems. My 
sport is a vehicle for change in a 
positive way. 

“One of the overall aims is 
engagement in the school to try 
and boost self-esteem and open 
up other opportunities that are 
not presently there. 

“I spoke to the kids about 
how I got into it and how I learnt 
from it and how they could 
approach tricks. 

“When I started BMX 
[freestyling] it was a big craze 
[in the 1980s]. There is now a 
resurgence.” 

McMullen was disappointed 
BMX freestyling was not part of 
the London 2012 Olympics. 

“I believe there is scope for it 
to become an Olympic sport - 
but we need an organising body. 
Hopefully that’s something I 
could work towards in the 
future, getting that organisation 
together and progress in the 
sport,” he explained. 

Burnt Mill PE teacher Neil 
Coster said McMullen’s visit 
was part of the school’s pro¬ 
gramme to promote less main¬ 
stream sports as part of an 
Olympic legacy 

In the following months, stu¬ 
dents will get the opportunity to 
learn and try out sports such as 
canoeing, tae kwon do, gymnas¬ 
tics and archery, essentially 
sports that are not typically part 
of the school curriculum. 

Coster said: “The children 
have latched onto the Olympic 
sports. We have run handball 
sessions for 45 boys every

Freestyle BMX is a synonym for 
BMX stunt riding, a sport branch 
that hails from extreme sports. 

It consists of five disciplines: 
street, park, vert, trails, and 
flatland. 

Freestyling can be traced back to 
1975 when children started riding 
bikes in concrete Escondido 
reservoir channels in San Diego, 
California. 

The American Freestyle 
Association (AFA) was the first 
governing body for BMX freestyle, 
founded by Bob Morales in 1982. 
Freestyle BMX riders participate 
in several well-established 
disciplines. As in the other forms 
of freestyle riding, there are no 
specific rules; style/aesthetics, 
skills, and creativity are stressed. 
Street riders tend to have no 
brakes. 

Skateparks are used by BMX 
riders as well as skateboarders, 
inline skaters and freestyle 
scooter-riders. 

Concrete parks are also often 
publicly funded due to their 
permanent and costly nature. 

The one in Harlow is at the Town 
Park off School Lane and cost the 
town council £300,000 to build. 


“Sky Sports have acquired 
the services of these guys from 
all different sports. Our pupils 
were poorly informed about 
what was available in Harlow 
for BMX freestyling. Mike 
passed on his skills,” Coster 
added. 

Both McMullen and Coster 
hope the taster session could 
unearth the next world champi¬ 
on from Burnt Mill. “It could 
happen. That’s the whole point 
of these events. Unless you have 
a go with the BMX, you won’t 
know if you’re any good,” added 
McMullen.
